Of 6000 Loaves of Bread 


Process of producing bread in the 
Ideal Bakery in Camas, home of Karl's 
Fiver Best bread, is a fascinating one, 
and can be watched nearly every after- 
noon in the shop that has a capacity of 
8000 loaves a, day. : 

First the flour is weighed and sent 
to the mixer, where sugar, salt, lard 
i and water are all carefully measured 
, in, From the mixer, the dough goes 
into a vat, where it stays four hours, 
(hen to an automatic dough divider 
-and onto a proof belt for eight min- 

utes. After the loaves are moulded, 

they are allowed to rise, then baked. 

Hot from the oven, they are placed 

\ on racks to cool, sliced, wrapped and 

sent to stores to later be delivered to 
Camas homes, 
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
